GENTLEMEN :—We submit herewith our annual statement 
of the receipts and disbursements of the Rex Hospital Fund 
from March 1, 1903, to February 29, 1904, and a list of the 
securities and property of which the Fund consists. Of the 
cash reported on hand, $1,000.00 has, since the 1st of March, 
1904, been invested in bonds and mortgages on real estate. 

We also submit the annual statement of the Superinten- 
dent, Mrs. M. H. Laurence, covering the same period. 

_We are pleased to be able to state that the management of 
the Hospital has been judicious and careful, and, considering 
the rise in price of all commodities, it has been characterized 
by commendable economy. : 

The Superintendent and nurses and other employees have 
performed their several duties faithfully and efficiently. 
With the exception of the new furnace, which heats part of 
the building, no extraordinary expense has been incurred. 
The furnace has been in use about thirty days, and has given 
entire satisfaction. It is thought the erection of another 
furnace for the other parts of the building will be necessary 
before the cold weather of next fall shall set in. 

We consider all of the securities comprising the investment 
of the Fund to be absolutely good. They are kept in the 
vault of the Citizens National Bank, and, together with the 
record books of the Board, are subject at any time to the in- 
spection of any committee which the Board of Aldermen may 
appoint to examine the same. |

REX HOSPITAL--ITS HISTORY AND WORK. 


One of the Noblest Charities of the State—Named for its 
Generous Founder, John Rex. 


By the help of one of the trustees of this institution we are 
able to give our readers something of its history and present 
status. 

It derives its name from John Rex, who came to this city 
from Pennsylvania early in the last century. He was a 
tanner by trade, and by industry and frugality he amassed a 
good estate by the time of his death, in December, 1839. He 
was a bachelor, and, resolving to become a benefactor to the 
little city in which he lived, by his will, which was admitted 
to probate at the February term, 1839, of the County Court, — 
he left his money on hand and the debts due him, with 21 
acres of land in the southwestern corner of the city of Raleigh, 
in trust, to be turned over by Duncan Cameron and Geo. W. 
Mordeeai, the executors of the will, to trustees to be appointed 
on the nomination of the city authorities, for the establish- 
ment of a hospital for the treatment of the poor and afflicted 
sick of the city of Raleigh. He made provision for the 
emancipation of his negroes and their colonization in Africa, 
and empowered his executors to sell his plantation, three 
miles west of Raleigh, his tan-yards and personal property, 
to provide a fund for the colonization and support of said 
negroes in Africa. In case any of the negroes refused to be 
colonized, they were to be sold and the proceeds added to the ~ 
fund for the benefit of the others. 

The city authorities, upon a settlement of the estate, peti- 
tioned the Supreme Court, in conformity with an act of the 
Legislature chartering a corporation to be known as “The 
Trustees of Rex Hospital,” and asked that Wm. H. Battle, 
Wm. Peace, Thos. J. Semay, Jas. Litchford and Richard _ 
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Smith be appointed trustees to manage the affairs of the 
corporation. ‘The prayer of the petition was granted, and 
the executors of John Rex’s will turned over to these trustees 
$10,300.67 in bonds of individuals and cash. The fund 
was invested and re-invested until April, 1861, when it was 
reported as amounting to $35,262.14, in stocks of the Bank 
of the State and the Cape Fear Bank, and bonds of individ- 
uals. During the war those bonds were nearly all collected 
and invested in State bonds, some of the issue from 1862 to 
1864, and Confederate bonds and stock scrip. Most of the 
funds became worthless by the results of the war. The trus- 
tees who had succeeded the original members, who had died 
or resigned, realized what they could from the old State 
bonds and invested and re-invested the proceeds in bonds se- 
cured by mortgage, except a few hundred dollars which they 
expended in building a cottage on the grounds devised for 
the hospital. This cottage, with such of the land as was fit 
to cultivate, was rented, and something more realized from 
year to year than was needed to keep the fences up and the 
premises in order, and the net rent was added to the invested 
funds. By 1893 the solvent securities had increased to 
about $30,000, and some of the city authorities suggested 
that if the trustees would provide a suitable hospital, the 
city would supplement the income with $2,000 from its 
treasury, so that the intended charity should be made effec- 
tual. The trustees approved the offer, and proceeded to look 
- into the matter of providing a hospital building. ‘The land 
devised for the purpose, which lies some distance south of the 
North Carolina Railroad, and extends to Rocky Branch, 
and with a ravine running through it into which was drained 
much of the surface water from that end of the city, was 
pronounced by some of our leading physicians as objectiona- 
ble for hygienic reasons, for the location of the hospital; and 
upon application of the trustees, a committee from the State 
_ Board of Health was appointed to view the premises and 
_ determine whether they were objectionable as a place for 
treatment of the sick. 
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The committee, after examination, unanimously con- 
demned the location. The trustees thereupon resolved, with 
the approval of the city government, to sell the land and 
establish the hospital at a more suitable place. The land 
was sold in parcels, at auction,,on reasonable terms, and 
brought about $5,500 net. St. John’s Guild, a charitable 
organization of the Episcopal churches here, had bought the 
old Manly residence, with about an acre of land, on South 
street, fronting Salisbury, and was conducting hospital work 
there; but realizing that the city was not large enough to 
support two hospitals, mostly by charitable contributions, 
proposed to sell to the trustees of Rex Hospital. On August 
4, 18938, the sale was made for $4,500, the amount of the 
obligations of St. John’s Guild on account of the property. 
The old building was then repaired and an annex of two 
stories for colored patients erected. The work was organ- 
ized, a matron and nurses engaged, and the hospital opened 
for patients May 1, 1894. The Medical Society of the city 
agreed to give their services to charity patients, in commit- 
tees of four, to serve in rotation two months at a time, and 
that has been kept up by a part of the society known as the 
Hospital Board ever since. In consideration of the contri- 
bution by the city, the trustees agreed, in addition to the’ 
indigent sick of Raleigh, to care for such patients, whether of 
the city or elsewhere, as, in emergency, might be sent down 
by the Mayor or Chief of Police. In 1896, on the recom- 
mendation of some of the physicians who had been giving 
their services to the charity patients, an annex of eight rooms, 
with halls protected by glass on the southern side, was built 
for pay patients. One of the rooms was handsomely fur- 
nished with operating table, etc., for surgical cases, by some 
charitable women, known as the “Ladies’ Hospital Aid So- 
ciety.” Not long after this the “Ministering Circle of the 
King’s Daughters,” another organization of kind ladies, 
furnished money for the erection of an octagonal annex, on 
the opposite or eastern side of the main building, for a chil- 
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dren’s ward. Jor the endowment of a cot in this ward, Col. 
and Mrs. Benehan Cameron turned over to the trustees six 
shares of stock in the North Carolina Railroad Company. 
That cot is a memorial of Paul Carrington Cameron, 
the very attractive child of Colonel and Mrs. Cameron, who 
died when he was about two years old. The Ladies’ Hos- 
pital Aid Association have kept a cot in the wards partially 
endowed, for the benefit of needy persons who live outside of 
Raleigh and are not entitled to the benefits of the hospital 
without charge. 

There are in the main building two wards for men and 
women, respectively, each containing eight beds, and like 
wards in the building for the colored, each containing six 
beds. There are also two rooms set apart as maternity wards 
for white and colored women respectively, each containing 
two beds. 

Two years ago the offices of matron and head nurse were 
combined in one. Mrs. Marion H. Laurance, a native of 
England, who had the advantage of long experience, was 
elected superintendent of the hospital and of nurses. She 
has under her six pupil nurses, who are instructed by her 
and members of the medical staff, and receive diplomas as 
“trained nurses” if they shall have proved themselves profi- 
cient at the end of two years. Three men are employed as 
orderlies to aid in attention to patients and doing the work 
cf the institution, besides a cook, servant girl and gardener, 
who also cuts wood, ete. 

Monthly reports as to number of patients treated, dis- 
charged, etc., are made by the Superintendent to the Board 
of Aldermen of the city, and annual financial statements are 
made by the trustees and published with reports of the 
Mayor, officers and institutions of the city. The report of 
March last showed investments to the amount of $38,737, of 
which $12,646.90 is charged for the real property, with fix- 
tures and furniture. ‘ 

About forty patients are treated on an average each month, 
of whom about thirty are charity patients. 
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Considering the means at the command of the trustees and 
officers, we think Rex Hospital has done, and is doing, much 
for those needing hospital treatment, and can be pronounced 
a blessing to the community. The trustees hope that some 
day the example of old John Rex will be followed by some 
publie-spirited citizen of Raleigh, who, in his life-time, or 
by will, will furnish the means for the erection of a larger 
and more modern hospital building for the carrying on of 
this good work. 

The present trustees are Richard H. Battle, chairman; Dr. 
James McKee, Dr. Peter E. Hines, Julins Lewis and Robert 


T. Gray, the last also serving as secretary. 
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
